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leone country has long been ag- 

itated by the vindictive paf- 
fons of party fpirit.

One will perhaps anfwer, it is ow- 
ingto French influence, French phi- 
lfophy, Facobsn:fin, infidelity, &c. 
which fumie bot heated and unprii= 
tipled Democrats wifhed to intro— 
duce among us; that they might 
produce anarchy and confufion,and 
have au opportunity of fealting on 


the labours of their more honeft

It is not e= 
nough to he told by Urian PRacy 
that the people of America fhould 
wage awar of extermination a— 
gainit every man, woman & child 
in franee,”’ for to induce us te 
join the defpots. of the world in 
oppofition to a nation ftruggling 
for the attainment of that freedom, 
we hold as dear as life. Isis not 
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qonieten 
enough to be teld that Tuomas 
Jerrexson is an infidel, and that 
if he were elected Vrefident -your 
wivesand daughters would be abufed, 
your property fquandered by a law— 
lefs banditti and perfonal fafety en- 
dangered—no, the matk of religion, 
the hypocritical fignature of a 
CHRISTIAN FEDERALIST, is not fuf- 
ficient to fubftantiate charges of 
fuch magnitude. Let as weigh 
them in the balance of juftice.
